Recently  I  have  been  reminiscing  about  how  I 
got  into  collecting  silver  art  bars  and  the  many  folks 
I  have  corresponded  with,  talked  to  on  the  phone 
and  met  at  our  conventions.  As  some  of  you  know  I 
was  a  dealer  back  in  the  seventies,  had  eight  bars 
designed,  struck  and  distributed. 

By  being  a  dealer  and  co-publisher  of  the  first 
Guide  Book,  I  got  to  know  folks  from  all  over  the 
country.  One  evening  I  was  at  home  watching  tele¬ 
vision  when  the  phone  rang.  It  was  a  lady  customer  from  New  Jersey.  We 
talked  for  a  while.  She  informed  me  that  her  husband  had  been  diagnosed 
with  cancer  and  they  were  going  to  do  some  traveling  while  they  could  and 
would  like  to  stop  and  meet  me.  My  reply  was,  “Let  me  know  when  you 
will  be  coming  through  my  area.”  Her  reply  was,  “I  am  at  the  Holiday  Inn 
in  your  city  now.”  She  was  about  five  minutes  away.  She  and  her  husband 
came  to  our  house  and  spent  the  evening.  I  was  honored  that  she  did  this. 
Joe  Smith  who  had  the  Albino  Squirrel  struck  stopped  by  my  office  on  his 
way  south.  I  met  John  Devine  (Death  Valley  Mint)  in  Indianapolis.  I  met 
Harvey  Chew  in  Cincinnati  and  Nancy  Yee  in  Chattanooga. 

My  most  memorable  time  was  in  1985  when  a  meeting  was  arranged  to 
explore  publishing  the  fourth  edition  of  our  Guide  Book.  The  meeting  was 
held  at  Harvey  Rose’s  coin  shop  near  San  Diego.  The  meeting  was  with  the 
heavy-hitters  of  our  hobby,  Duane  Spellman,  Steve  Rood  and  Bill  Cassin. 
Bill  was  gracious  enough  to  meet  my  son  and  me  at  the  airport  and  gave  us 
a  driving  tour  of  San  Diego. 

After  several  hours,  we  decided  to  “go  for  it.”  Steve  was  to  be  editor, 
Bill  Cassin  contributing  editor  and  photographer.  Duane  was  to  be  contrib¬ 
uting  editor,  gather  as  much  information  as  he  could,  proofread  and  re¬ 
search  pricing  from  several  dealers  and  collectors.  The  rarity  scale  was 
Duane’s  idea.  I  cautioned  Steve  at  this  meeting  that  if  he  had  thin  skin  he 
should  not  be  editor  because  when  something  like  this  is  published,  one 
gets  a  lot  of  praise  and  gratitude,  “but”  there  are  those  who  will  tear  you 
apart.  He  experienced  both  when  the  book  was  released  at  our  club’s  Cin¬ 
cinnati  convention  in  1986.  Most  of  the  criticism  was  over  the  pricing  of  a 
few  bars.  It  was  Steve’s  desire  to  publish  a  fifth  edition  as  soon  as  possible 
which  was  1991.  The  meeting  was  the  first  time  I  met  any  of  them  face-to- 
face. 

I  worked  closely  with  Tom  Greathouse  on  the  first  Guide  Book  via 
mail  and  phone.  I  have  never  met  him  to  this  day. 

I  look  forward  to  meeting  more  of  you  at  our  future  conventions.
